mier Khrushchev 
has berated 


fanners for inefficiency and as- 
sailed bureaucrats for exporting 
fertilizer when it is needed for 
Soviet fields. ' 


"We export mineral fertilizers 


because our economists haven't 
learned yet to calculate realistic- 
ally what this costs," he told a 
farm meeting in Volgograd—for- 
merly Stalingrad. 


"If they calculated, then they 


would see that it would be better 
to put a ton of these fertilizers in 
the earth. It would be more eco- 
nomical to export the grain re- 
ceived than mineral fertilizers. 
And only after we have fully sat- 
isfied our domestic neeJs for min- 
eral fertilizers can we then ex- 
port them." 


Khrushchev spoke Monday, the 


day Canada signed a $500-million 
deal to sell 218 million bushels of 
wheat to the Soviet Union. The So- 
viet press and radio have not told 
the Russian people about the 
wheat deal, made necessary by 
the failures of "Soviet agriculture. 


Fertilizer always has been short 


because much of the Soviet econ- 
omy is devoted to heavy industry. 
But in his speech, published Tues- 
day in the Soviet press, Khru- 
shchev said farmers often ne- 
glected to use the fertilizer they 
have 


Khrushchev said fields in Yugo- 


slavia, where he recently visited, 
produce higher grain yields than 
Soviet fields because of the use 
of fertilizer. 


Khrushchev clearly was in a 


sour mood when he addressed the 
farmers.

Water Bill 
Mighfie 
Sidetracked 


By GORDON BROWN 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A bill to 


authorize construction of water' 
projects may be sidetracked this 
year by Congress. 


The House and Senate have 


passed conflicting versions of such 
a bill and neither side appears in- 
clined to yield. 


It's a replay of a similar con- 


troversy last year. 


Rep. Cliff Davis, D-Tcnn.,, chair- 


man of a House Public Works 
Subcommittee which handles the 
legislation, said today he is not 
inclined to take the bill to a 
House-Senate conference commit- 
tee which would seek to draft a 
compromise measure. 


The effect of this, he said, 


would be to give the Senate the 
choice of accepting the House ver- 
sion or no bill at all. 


The House bill would increase 


authorizations for projects' within 
several river basins to permit con- 
struction of the affected projects 
fo proceed. The authorization in- 
creases voted by the House totaled 
$784 million and are designed to 
carry the basin projects through 
the year ending June 30, 1965. 


However, the Senate altered the 


bill by cutting back the basin au- 
thorizatitns to $161 million to car- 
ry projects through to June 30. It 
also added nine new projects, in> 
eluding seven which were elinji- 
nated from an authorization bill 
last year alter a bitter House-Sen- 
ate conference dispute. The addi- 
tions included $404,000 for the 
Dardanelle lock and dam on the 
Arkansas River. It was not one of 
the seven eliminated. 


When the amended bill returned 


to the House, numerous objections 
were made to sending it to con- 
ference. The objections meant that 
only affirmative action by the 
House Rules Committee can send 
the bill to conference. 


Rep. Howard Smith, D - Va., 


chairman of the Rules Committee, 
objected to the batch of projects 
which were ultimately eliminated 
from last year's bill. 


Davis said he sees no point in 


taking the measure to conference 
since the House has indicated it 
does not want to authorize the 
seven disputed projects. 


His subcommittee has voted to 


reject all Senate amendments to 
the bill.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Thwc is 


evidence that a mysterious epi- 
demic killer and crippler of new- 
born infants struck nt least two 
areas of the United States last 
year. 


The latest report Is from Ver- 


mont—but doctors, left with the! 
job of caring for the stricken in- 
fants who survived, arc still with- 
out clues as to the cause, 


The Vermont episode may be 


another expression of the epidem- 
ic of the brutal birth defect that 
struck AtJanta, Ga., last fall—and 
may have hit elsewhere. 


From a one-block 'area in Mont- 


pelier, Vt., in just six weeks last 
summer, came three,babies born 
with rare defect. Six .months lat- 
er, from the same city! block, 
came a fourth case. 


All of the babies in this tragic 


cluster suffered from spinal bifi- 
dia-r-a congenital separation .in 
the spine which allows spinal cord 
nerve tissue to balloon out from 
the body. 


It can leave a baby vulnerable 


to death through infection. Or it 
may leave a child paralyzed from 
the waist down and incontinent 
for life. 


Frequently, there are compli- 


cations, sometimes brain damage; 


•An investigating team, under 


Dr. Jerold F. Lucye, University 
of Vermont pediatrician, probed 
deeper into the cases—and into 
others' in the state. 


They surveyed birth and death 


certificates on babies,, combed the 
records of the university's two 
hospitals—where 23 per cent of 
the state's births occur — and 
checked the only three neurosur- 
geons in Vermont, all of them ,in 
Burlington. 


Next the investigators wrote to 


every one of the state's 432 doc- 
tors outside of Burlington,' getting 
responses from 90 per. cent of 
them. 


They found 21 cases in all—of 


which only 10 survived. 


Although the normal rate for 


Vermont would predict 99 cases jn 
100,000 live' births, in 1962 the rate 
was 232 cases per 
100,000 live 


births. 


Meanwhile—unbeknownst to the 


Vermon investigators—U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service researchers iri 
Atlanta were looking into an out- 
break there. 


They discovered 16 cases be- 


rwfen August and October of 1W2. 
Oirty two babfe* survived. The 
rate w*s six times normal for Vie 
Atlanta population.

Evidence in 
Fondling 
Ruled Void 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)^-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court ruled evi- 
dence against a 36-year-old Greene 
County man accused of fondling a 
child was inadmissible and pre- 
judicial' and overturned his con- 
viction Monday. 


. The decision reversed the con- 
viction of William D. Ward in 
Greene County! Circuit court and 
freed him from, a three-year pris- 
on term. 


Associate Justice Paul Ward, 


who wrote the opinion, said testi- 
mony to one incident involving 
Ward occurred four or five years 
before the offense for which he 
was being tried] and had nothing 
to do with the case at hand. 


Justice Sam Robinson, in the 


dissenting opinion,, said the rever- 
sal was a "most serious error." 


Johnson wrote,, "Those commit- 


ting crimes through the commis- 
sion of unnatural sex acts are per- 
haps the most dangerous of crimi- 
nals." He said sometimes such 
persons kill to avoid disclosure 
of their crimes. 


The courtl remanded the case to 


Greene County for a new trial. 


The high court also affirmed a 


Johnson Chancery Court ruling on 
a suit challenging certain expendi- 
tures made by the Clarksville light 
and water commissioners from 
surplus funds. 


The court directed that future 


expenditures by the commission- 
ers1 must have approval of the city 
council, but refused to enjoin them 
from making such expenditures or 
from calling back those already 
made.
